The directors of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce, In regular monthly 
session yesterday afternoon, passed 
strong resolutions of thanks to the 
members of the bond commission and 
declared in favor of the forthcoming 
Kond issue: adopted resolutions calling 
for concerted action to wage a fight 
en the hook worm in the south, and 
to enlarge the scope and power of the 
Mhamber of Commerce by appointing 
a special committee of five to devise 
wavs and means for the broadening 
of the seope gf this body. 

The meeting was one of the most 
interesting and at the same time 
briefest of the year. 

The resolutions were introduced, 
read and adopted without the slightest 
opposition. 

The directors named C., 
business manager of “Cotton,’ 
official representative of the Chamber 
of Commerce to appear before the gov- 
of the American 
Cotton Manufacturers’ Association, at 
Charlotte, N. C., on Monday, and urge 
that committee to name Atlanta as the 
meeting ane for the convention of 
19190. 

A strong invitation hag been pre- 
viously extended the association, which 
met in Atlanta once béfore, in 19901. 

Two of the board of governors are 
Atlanta mnen C. D. Tuller and E. 
Chappell. 

The resolution in regard to the bond 
commission was introduced by Vice 
President F. J. Paxon and reads as 
follows:

“Resolved, by the directors of the

@©ur support to the bond issue; 

“Resolved, further. That the thanks 
of the entire community are due the 
bond commission and the mayor and 
general council for the able and im- 
partial manner in which they have 
dealt with grave and diffigult prob- 
lems affecting the health and happi- 
ness of a!l classes of our people. The 
full and explicit statement made in 
the ordinance of the manner in which 
the money is to be spent furnishes 
ample evidence that every citizen will 
get a square deal in the proposed bond 
issue and that every available lot in 
Atianta will be provided with the

The resolution looking toward the 
eradication of the hook worm was in- 
troduced at the suggestion of Director 
Wilmer L. Moore, who was not able to 
be present, and reads as follows: 

“Whereas, We learn through the pub- 
lic prints, and from the reports of ph 
Sicians, that several millions of people 
im the south are affected by the hook- 
worm disease, which incapacitates 
them from work, renders their lives 
miserable and greatly increases the 
mortality. while it reduces the produc- 
tive power of the south, especially in 
the rural districts; therefore be it 

“Resolved by the directors of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, That we 
request the state board of health in 
each of the southern states to take 
steps for the eradication of this dis- 
ease, through a systematic campaign | 
of education similar to that which is 
being waged against tuberculosis. 

“Resolved further, That we request) 
the boards of health to prepare and 
submit to-their respective legislatures | 
such measures as will require every 
family to provide the sanitary equip- 
ment necessary to prevent the spread 
of this disease: 

“Resolved further, That we request 
insurance companies, doing business 
in the south, to cooperate actively in 
this work through their numerous 
agencies.” 


To Broaden Scope. 


The resolution in regard to the ap- 
pointment of he special committee of 
five to broaden the scope of the cham- 
wer of commerce, as adopted, reads as 
follows: !

Four Thousand Admers of the

BANNARD AND GAYNOR 
DENOUNCED BY IVINS

Big Hall Filled. 

Tonight's meeting was called, accord- 
ing to its leaders, with a’view to show- 
Hearst that opinion among his 
followers in the old Independence 
Léague was so strongly in favor of 
his running again as to override even 
his positive declaration. The hopes of 
the leaders were more than realized— 
every seat in the big hall was filled 
and the name of Mr. Hearst wasgreet- 
ed every time it was smmentioned with a 
salvo of cheers. 

When, after a half dozen “opening” 
speeches Mr. Hearst wa&s formally 
nominated for mayor, the meeting rose 
to its feet after the approved manner 
of political conventions, and the dem- 
onstration that followed lasted 20 min- 
utes before the chairman’s. call.

No indications as to what Mr.

AMERICAN WINS 
“BALLOON RACE 


Gordon Bennett Cup Tak- 
en by Edgar Mix. 


Contest Begins at Zurich and 
Mix Sailed in His Balloon to 
Point... North. of Warsaw, 
Landing at 3 O’Clock Tues- 
day Morning. ; 


Zurich, October 6.—The international 
balloon race for the Gorden Bennett 
cup has been won by Edgar W. Mix, 
the American aeronaut, of Columbus, 
Ohio, who will’ take the cup back to 
the United States. 

Mr. Mix landed north of Warsaw, in 
Prussian Poland, at 3 o'clock Tuesday 
morning. He womwith plenty of time 
to spare from Alfred Le Blanc, the 
French pilot, his companion in the St. 
Louis race of i907, who came down 
at Kubin, Hungary, Monday afternoon. 

The first news of Mr. Mix’s landing 
was conveyed in a dispatch dated 
Ostrolenka. The aeronaut said: 

“I landed in the midst of a large 
pine tree in the forest of Gutova, west 
of Ostrolenka. I encountefed a heavy 
rain. My ballast was exhausted when 
I eame down. At: present I am in the 
hands. of the police, but all is going 
well. : 

“I had bad weather Sunday = night. 
lt was cloudy and rain fell, and I 
used half my -ballast. before morning. 
The weather was so thick that it was 
impossible to locate my position, ex- 
cept for one hour south of rague 
and a star observation I took at lati- 
tude 51.45.! and longitude 10.0.38.” 

Iv is evident from Mr. Mix’s message 
that in spite of the discouragement of 
drifting onward without knowing his 
location, the American aeronaut hus- 
banded his ballast and kept his balloon 
afloat until the last ourice Of sang was 
gone. He made his journey through 
fog and blinding rainstorms, which 
compelled all the other pilots to 
descend. 

It is. impossible to explain why Mr. 
Mix should have been molested by the 
Russian police, as in anticipation of a 
landing in Russia each of the pilots 
was provided at Zurich, before start- 
ing, with a special’ Russian passport 
guaranteed by the Russian minister to 
Switzerland, to protect them against 
annoyance. 

The American embassy at St. Peters- 
burg had been advised of Mr. Mix’s 
predicament, and asked to take the 
matter up at once with the Russian 
authorities. 

At a late hour the committee sitting 
at Zurich issued an unofficial estimate 
of the distance covered ‘by Mix. which 
is given as’ 1,120 -kilometers (695 
miles), 320 kilometers*(198 miles) more 
than was accomplished by Leblanc, the 
French competitor.

HON. POPE BROWN 
SPEAKS AT FAIR 


Discusses the History of 
the State. 


Says Relations Between Rail- 
roads and Public Are More 


Cordiai---Has Great Faith in. 


Georgia and Her People. 


Carrollton. Ga., October 6.—(Special) 
Hon. J. Pope Brown, state treasurer, 
spoke today on Georgia at the Carroll 
county fair before a splendid audi- 
ence, which heard him with close at- 
tention. 

He discussed the history of Georgia 
and the development of its educational, 
agricultural “and horticultural advan- 
tages. He spoke of the state’s finance 
and how the money of the taxpayers 
Was spent. 

Among other things he said: 

Iucrease in Tax Values. 


“The taxable values of the state. in 
1880 amounted to $250,006,000. Today 
they amount to $730,000,000. We have 
made a record that we need not be 
ashamed of. In the meantime we built 
a state capitol which cost in round 
numbers $1,000,000, and not a dishonest 
dollar was spent. 

‘We are to be congratulated on an- 
other line. When we consider the char- 
acter of the men that have been hon- 
ored in our different state departments, 
from the governor down, we can say 
with pride, that no one has left his 
office with unclean hands. They have 
looked upon public office as a public 
trust. The people of Georgia would 
be satisfied with nothing less. We 
have had our differences in the past 
as to the best policies to be pursued. 
It must not be charged on that account 
that there were those who forgot the 
interests of Georgia. We will have our 
differences in the future, and when 
they come let us reason together and 
discuss the issues that arise from time 
to time as brethren interested in a 
common cause. and that cause the up- 


‘building of every interest of the state. 


Let us not neglect any interest. 
Development of Resources. 


“We want a symmetrical develop- 
ment of our material resources, remem- 
bering the schools and not forgetting 
the churches, which Mave increased 
from 2,700 in 1870 to 7,000 in 1890. When 
Our towns manufacture all they ought 
to and when our farmers stop the im- 
portation of horses, mules, Ray, corn, 
chickens, eggs, butter and everything 
else which they can produce cheaper 
at home than they can buy. we will 
have a state free and independent state 
and not a province. These things are 
not only possible, but can be done and 
will be done. I have great faith in 
the state and in the people. We have 
progressed slowly, but, in my ‘opinion, 
we are now started on the road to 
<reater prosperity and if I should pic- 
ture the future to you as it seems to 
me, you might consider me a dreamer. 

“T am glad, however, to feel that 
the relations that exist today between 
the railroads and the public are very 
more cordial than they were a 
few years ago. My opinion is that 
much of it is due to the recent utter- 
ances of a certain railroad official. Up 
to that time, when complaints were 
made against the railroads for delay- 
ed trains. for lack of transportation 
facilities, both freight and passenger, 
we were told that we were complain- 
ing without a cause, that the railroads 
were doing all that they.coptd do, and 
al] that they ought to be expected to 
do. But with his first appearance in 
the state he said to the people: ‘Your 
business has outgrown our abilitv to 
handle it! we could not anticipate the 
great demands vou have made upon 
us: we will-do the best we can: we be- 
speak the indulgence of the public.’ 
The vublic took heed and were will- 
ing to give him a chance and show 
that ‘a soft answer turneth away 
wrath.’ He also laid down a new doc- 
trine when he said to his emplovees, 
you have a dual duty to perform, one 
to the railroads and one to the publi-. 
I believe that the people of Georgia 
will alwavs be willing to meet any 
man who comes into their midst to in- 
vest money in any legitimate enter- 
vrise. on half-way ground of justice 
and fair play.”

El Paso, Texas, October 6.—Judge T. 
S. Maxey, in the federal court, today 
held that under the employees’ liabil- 
itv act of 1908, a railroad company ‘can- 
not be suéd except at its home office. 
The action was that of George C. 
Cound against the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, and brought into the fed- 
eral court through the statute of di- 
verse citizenship. The plaintiff alleged 
that he was injured in New Mexico, 
his residence being in El Paso, Texas, 
while the home of the defendant is 
Topeka, Kan. 

The court held that the employers’ 
liability act of 1908 was a federal 
question, carrying with it the privilege 
of the defendant company to be sued 
at its home office. The ruling affects

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fore, but the conquest of the Pole 
Was not possible without risks. 


FINAL FIGHT FOR LIFE 
WITH HUNGER AND ICE 


We had started earlier than all 
other polar aspirants and no time 
had been lost en route. If mis- 
fortune came to us it could not 
be because of wasted energies or 
unnecessary delay. In the last 
days of the onward rush to suc- 
cess there was neither time nor 
Opportunity to ponder over the 
bitters of subsequent remorse, 
but now facing southern skies 
under which was home and _ all 
for which we lived, the back trail 
seemed indescribably long. In 
cold sober thought, freed of the 
intoxication of polar enthusiasm, 
the difficulties darkened in color. 
We. now saw that the crucial 
stage’.of the campaign was not 
the taking of the Pole. The test 
of our fitness as Boreal con- 
querors was to be measured by 
the outcome of a final battle for 
lite against famine and frost. 

The first days, however, passed 
rapidly. With fair weather and 
favorable ice long marches were 
made. 

We aimed to return along the 
one-hundredth meridian. There 
were three important objects to 
be gained by a route somewhat 
west of the northward march. 
The increasing easterly drift 
would thus be counterbalanced. 
We hoped ta get near enough to 
the new lands to explore a part of 
the coast, and a wider belt would 
be swept out of the unknown 
area. 


DRIFTING SEA OF ICE 
| BORE THEM EASTWARD 


The pack proved quite active 
and we were quickly carried 
eastward beyond our daily drift 
allowances. On April 30 the 
pedometer registered 121 miles, 
and by our system of dead reck- 
oning, which was usually correct, 
we should have been at latitude 
87.59, longitude 100. The nauti- 
cal observations gave latitude 
88.1, longitude 97.42. We were 
therefore drifting eastward with 
increasing speed, and to counter- 
balance this a still more westerly 
course was set. 


At this time the never chang- | was barely food enough to reach land, 


ing sameness of the daily routine 
was again felt. The novelty 
success and the passion of the 
home run were no longer cpera- 
tive. The scenes of shivering 
blue wearied the eye and _ there 
was no inspiration in the moving 
sea of ice to gladden, the heart. 
The thermometer rose and fell be- 
tween 30 and 40 below zero Fah- 
renheit, with a ceaseless wind. It 
was still very cold. The first of 
May was at hand, bringing to 
mind the blossoms and smiles of 
a kindly world, but here all na- 
ture was narrowed to lines of ice. 
The sun circled the skies im lines 
of glaring, but its heat was a 
sham, and its light a torment. 

With weary nerves and compass 
in hand, my lonely march ahead 
of the sleds was continued. Prog- 
ress was Satisfactory. We had 
passed the  eighty-ninth and 
eighty-eighth parallels. The 
cighty-seventh and the eighty- 
sixth would soon be under foot 
and the sight of the new lands 
should compel action. These 
hard fought times were days long 
to be remembered, but only the 
marks of the pencil now remain to 
tell the story of a suppressed ex- 
istence.

GLOOM OF AN UNUSUAL GALE 

STOPS RETREAT TO THE SOUTH 

On May 6 we were stopped at 6 a. m. 
by the coming of the gloom of apn un- 
usual gale. The wind had been steady 
and strong all night, but we did not 
heed its threatening increase of force 
until foo late. It came from the west, 
as usual, driving coarse snow with 
needle points. The ice about was old 
and hummocky, offering a difficult 
line of march, but some shelter. In the 
strongest blasts we threw ourselves 
over the sled behind hummocks and 
gathered new breath to force a few 
miles more. 

Finally, when no longer able to force 
the dogs through the blinding drift, we 
sought the lee of an unlifted block of 
ice. Here suitabie snow was found for 
a snow house, and a few biocks were 
cut and set, but the wind swept them 
away like chips. The tent was tried, 
but it could not be made to stand ifn 
the rush of the roaring tumult. In 
sheer despair we crept into the tent 
without erecting the pole. Creeping 
jnto the bags, we then allowed the 
flapping silk to be buried by the drift- 
ing snow. Soon the noise and discom- 
fort of the storm were lost and we en- 
joyed the comfort of an icy grave. An 
efficient breathing hole was kept open 
and the wind was strong enough to 
sweep off the weight of a dangerous 
drift. A new lesson was thus learned 
in fighting the battle of life which was 
afterward useful. 

Several days of icy despair now fo!- 
lowed each other in rapid succession. 
The wind did not rise to the full force 
of a storm, but it was ‘too strong and 
too cold to travel. The food supply was 
noticeably decreasing. The daily ad- 
vance was reduced. With such weather 
starvation seemed inevitable. 

Camp was moved nearly every day, 
but ambition sank to the lowest ebb. 
To the atmospheric unrest was added 
the instability of broken ice and the 
depressing mystery of an unknown po- 
sition. For many days no observations 
had been possible and otir location 
could only be guessed at. 

"IRES OF HOMING PASSION 
ALONE SUSTAINED EXPLORERS 
The maddening struggle was daily 


of successive adventures. And 
now there was a stronger reason 
than ever to appreciate power, 
for together we were seeking an 
escape from a world which was 
never intended for creatures with 
thumping hearts. 
PURPLE AND BLUE OF THE SEAS 
CHANGED TO LIGHT GRAY. 
Much very heavy ice was crossed 
near the eighty-eighth, but the end- 
less unbroken fields of the northward 
trails were not again seen. The 
weather changed considerably. The 
light cutting winds from the west 
increased in force and the spasmodic 
squalls came at shorter intervals. The 
clear purple and blues of the seas were 
gradually changed to light gray, and 
a rush of frosty needles came over 
the pack for several hours each day. 
The inducement to seek shelter in 
cemented walls: of snow and wait for 
better weather was very great. But 
such delay forestalled certain star- 
vation. Under fair conditions there 
y while even short delays might easily 
jeopardize our return. We could not, 


ourselves against the wind and drift 
with all possible speed, closing the eve 
to unavoidable suffering. 

With no alternative, we tried to per- 
suade ourselves that conditions might 
be worse. 

The eighty-seventh was crossed, the 
eighty-sixth was neared, but there 
came a time when both mind and body 
wearied of the whole problem of forced 
resolution. 

The hard work of igloo building was 
now a thing of the past—only one had 
been built since leaving the Pole, and 
in it a precious day was lost, while 
the atmospheric fury changed the face

from the icy airs. There 
were still fifty degrees of frost, but 
with hardeneq skins and _ insensible 
nerve filaments the torture was not 
s0 keenly felt. 

The steady diet of pemmican and tea 
and biscuits was now entirely satis- 
factory. We longed for enough to give 
a real filling sense, but the ration 
was slightivy reduced rather than in- 
creased. The change in life from win- 
ter to summer, which should take 
Place at about this time of the year. 
was in our case marked only bv a 
;change in shelter, from the snow house 
to the tent, and our bed was moved 
from the soft snow shelf of the igloo 
to the hard. wind-swept crust. 
UTILITY OF THE DOG'S TAIL 

PROBLEM FOR EXPLORER COOK 

In my wakeful watches to get a 
peep of the sun just the right moment 
I was kept awake during much of the 
resting period, and for pastime my 
eyes wandered from snorting dogs to

to the verge of extinction. Now that 
the object of our trip had been accom- 
plished much of the incentive was 
gone. At times it seemed as if our 
life’s work had been eccomplished, and 
to have lain down for the final sleep 
would have been easy, but the feeble 
fires of the homing passion kept the 
eyes open. 

On May

24 the sky cleared long 
give us a set of observa- 
tions. We were on the 84th parallel, 
near the 497th meridian. The new 
lands were hidden behind a low mist. 
The ice was much crevassed and drift- 
ed eastward. Many open spaces of 
water were noted in the west by 
patches of water skv. 

The pack was sufficiently active to 
give us considerable anxiety, though 
pressure Tines and open water did not 
at the time seriously impede our 
progress. 

There remaine@-on the sleds scarce- 
Iv enough food to reach our caches, 
unless we averaged 15 miles daily. On 
the return from the Pole to here we 
had only been able to make 12 miles 
dailv. Now our strength, even under 
fair conditions, did not seem to be 
equal to more than 10 miles. The out- 
look was far from hopeful to me, 
though the sight of the cleared sky 
infused new courage into Etukhishuk 
and Ahwelah. 

Trving make the best of our 
hard lot, a straight course was set for 
the musk ox lands of the Inner cross- 
ing. 

At the eighty-third parallel we found 
ourselves to the west of a large tract 
extending southward. The ice changed 
to small fields. The temperature rose 
to zero and a persistent mist obscured 
the heavens. 

With a few lines on paper to regis- 
ter the life of suffering, the food for 
man and dog was reduced to a three- 
quarter ration, while the difficulties 
of ice travel rose to disheartening 
heights. 

BORNE TO THE SOUTHWARD 
BY DRIFT OF THE ICE PACK 

At the end of a struggle of twenty 
davs through thick fog the sky cleared 
and we found ourselves far down in 
Crown Prince Gustav sea, with open 
water and impossible small ice as a 
barrier between us and Heiberg Island. 

With, the return to Annootok ren- 
dered impossible by the unfortunate 
westerly drift our only alternative was 
to go south with the ice. We hoped 
in this course to find game for food 
and fuel. The Scottish whalers enter 
Lancaster sound and touch at Port 
Leopold. The distance to this point 
was shorter than that to Greenland, 
and by this route [I hoped that I could 
return to Europe during the same year, 
1908.

A nose made to 
breathe warm air requires some pro- 
tection in the far north. No animal 
feels this shortcoming as much as man. 
The dog supplied the need with his tail.

At Pioneer Bay we were stopped by 
a jam of small ice over which sledding 
was impossible. Unable to wait for 
the ice ‘to move because no large game 
was here secured, we crossed in early 
July to Jones Sound. Here again no 
big game was found. There was much 
open water and the folding canvas 
boat was spread for use.

ON THE SHORES OF BAFFIN_ BAY 
WITHOUT FOOD OR AMMUNITION 
One sled was left here, the other 

was takgn apart and placed in the

Then followed a long and per- 
jlous adventure by boat and sled, dur- 
ing which our last ammunition was 
expended in securing birds for food. 

After that, by looped lines and sling- 

shots, birds were still captured. 

Early in September we were beset 
on the shores of Baffin Bay with 
neither food, fuel nor ammunition. 
New implements were shaped, and we 
returned westward to Cape Sparbo, to 
seek a place to pitch a winter camp. 

An underground den was built of 
stones, bones and turf, and with our 
primitive weapons we fought the wal- 
rus, the bear, the musk ox and other 
animals. Thus food, fuel and skins 
were secured and death by famine was 
averted. ; 

The winter and the night of 1908- 
1909 were spent preparing food and 
equipment for the return. 

On February 18, 1909, we started 
with a remodeled sled and reached our 
camp at Annotook in the middle of 
April. Here I met Mr. Harry Whitney 
and told him of our conquest of the 
Pole. 

Because a ship was to come after 
Mr. Whitney to take him direct to 
home shores, most of my instruments 
were entrusted to his care. Anxious 
to gain a few months in the return 
home, I proceeded by sled over land 
and sea southward to Upernavik, and 
from there onward to Copenhagen by 
Danish steamers.

M. Garber, attorney general, on the 
best plans for putting the pure food 
and pure food laws of the recent extra 
séssion into effect. The pure food law 
is fashioned after the national law in 
the main, but was so badly cut up by 
the senate that it will be difficult of 
execution. The pure food for stock act 
requires a tax of 1 cent a hundred 
pounds on all mixed feeds. with analy- 
sis, and all brands must be registered 
by the first of the new year.

Robert. Frothingham, advertising 
Manager for “Everybody's Magazine,” 
one Of the guests of honor at the ban- 
quet given at the Piedmont Hotel last 
night to S. C. Dobbs, president of the 


. Associated Advertising Clubs of Amer- 


ica, delivered a brilliant address on 
“Ideals, Plug Horse Sense in Adver- 
tising,” which was greatly enjoyed and 
enthusiastically applauded. 

His speech, in full, was as follows: 

if pleasure is heightened when it is 
widely shared, this gathering should 
be a sourcé of keen gratification—not 
only to our beloved guests, but to all 
who meet here to do him honor. We 
come, not to analyze, not to measure 
the elements of his worth—‘Wisdom 
is justified of her children”’—his work 
speaks for itself. We come to lay @ 
tribute at his feet-——a tribute of af- 
fectionate esteem—to look into his eyes, 
to grasp his hand, and here and now, 
to make manifest our warm personal 
regard rather than wait a few years 
in order to strew with sad ceremonial, 
a thousand roses, under circumstances 
in which he naturally would have no 
active interest. 

How profound the influence of this 
assemblage in reminding us that that 
sterling excellence of character, which 
we are prone to associate with the past, 
ig as much a product of our own day 
@s any other. In stich an hour as this, 
how eagerly our thoughts reach back 
into bygone years with a yearning de- 
sire to gather up and magnify those 
characteristics of our friend Dobbs 
which make him dear to us, and to blot 
from memory’s pages everything that 
interferes with that picture. 

The law of compengation is. as old 
as the eternal hills. We suffer from 
or profit by it as we ourselves elect. 
“Seest thou a man diligent in his busi- 
mess: he shall stand before kings.” 
This was Solomon's characterization of 
@ successful man. Among the indispen- 
sable requisites of a successful man in 
any field are first, that he fall in love 
with his work, and, second, that he 
learn to do things to a finish. Some 
men display a considerable degree of 
abilfty up to what is known as the 
closing point and then “fall down;” 
like some baseball teams we know 
of, they play just hard enough to get 
licked. Let a man do a thing incom- 
parably well, says. Emerson, and the 
world will make a pathway to his 
door, though he Uve in a forest. 

There be lifters ang leaners in every 
walk of life. Just so sure as water 
seeks its level, success follows’ the 
man who works. Happy man, he, who 
appreciates that life is short and 
knowledge is infinite, and that at best 
no one can be expert In more than 
One limited field; who knows that emi- 
nence in his chosen line lies through 
work and failure and the recog- 
nition of the causes of failure: and 
still work, steady, persistent, persever- 
ing work, and great patience, with an 
appreciation of the value of each day’s 
labor—the bricks of life’s edifice. 
Lastly comes success: not great at 
first, but in greater and greater cer- 
tainty of results, with greater rever- 
ence for the sacredness of work for 
work's sake. 

The man who is looking for a sine- 
cure is not wanted in the advertising 
field. It must be the success of the 
work that illumines the worker, and 
only that man who has “made good” 
appreciates the value of obstacles and 
opposition as an aid-in the develop- 
ment of character. Burke says, “He 
that wrestles with us strengthens our 
nerves and sharpens our skill. Our 
entagonist is our helper.” 


Epitaph to 8. C. Dobbs. 

No one has ever suggested that 
Dobbs would know a sinecure if he 
Saw one. You mark me—he’'ll die in 
the harness. And if his epitaph bea 
truthful one-—a rarity, by the way— 
it will run something like this: 

“Heré lies Samuel C. Dobbs. Work- 
ingman, who loved his friend and per- 
suaded his enemy. He never asked 
any man to do a piece of work that 
he wasn't able and willing to do him- 
self. He never forgoét his children, 
and whoso laid hold of his little finger 
drew after it his whote body.” 

Dobbs was mot born with a silver 
spoon in his mouth. The lonesome and 
forlorn country boy who came to At- 
lanta twenty-three years ago with less 
than $2 in his pocket realized then, as 
he does today, the strength of that 
ancient apohism that “He who will not 
work shall not eat,” and he has al- 
Ways needed his three square meals 
@ day. 

In advertising, no one knows it all. 
When, therefore, we consider the nar- 
row margin between a partial success 
and flat failure. it behooves all par- 
ties to the  proposition—advertiser, 
publisher and advertising agent—to 
get together. 

Times without number have I re- 
ferred publicly to the increasing pop- 
ulation of the advertisers’ cemetery. 
It’s not a pleasant subject, but it must 
be faced just the same. 

It is simplv appalling to go through 
the files of the newspapers and maga- 
zines Of from five to ten years ago and 
note the-advertisers whose names were 
familiar at that time, who are not in 
evidence today. 

If I were to set down here the mor- 
tality statistics in the advertising field, 
I would be considered a calamity- 
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howler of the worst type. And these 
statistics would apply equally well to 
billboard and ‘street railway advertis- 
ing as to periodicals and newspapers. 


No one particular branch of public-' 


ity has a monopoly of either successes 
or faHiures. A list of those firms who 
have paid too dearly for their expe- 
rience and who are today convinced 
that “advertising doesn’t pay’ would 
make a mighty significant exhibit. 


Number of Reasons. 


are the reasons? There are 
number. and they are of the 
common garden variety at that. 

First; there is the advertiser who 
thinkS he requires neither an advertis- 
ing manager nor an agent, and knows 
he can write better copy than any 
agent that ever lived. He also is the 
man who runs his advertising in the 
publication he likes to read without 
reference to its publicity value, who 
firmly believes that no magazine carry- 
dng his advertisement has any right to 
publish anything that might conflict 
with his religious, social or political 
beliefs. He has yet to learn that an 
independent editorial policy makes a 
newspaper or magazine unusually val- 
vable to those who use its pages: that 
a weak-kneed publication carries weak- 
kneed advertising, and returns from 
its weak-kneed readers are not worth 
while going after: that editorial back- 
bone presumes intelligent readers of 
individuality and discrimination, and 
that such are the people who make the 
money in the world and have it to 
spend. 

Next—the advertiser who places his 
account in the hands of a competent 
~ gg and refuses to follow his ad- 
vice. 

Next—the advertiser who engages 
an incompetent agent and leaves the 
whole thing up to him. And when the 
publisher’s representative seeks a per- 
sonal interview, the advertiser will 
tell him he doesn’t believe In “keeping 
a dog and doing his own barking.” or 
something else equally wise and il- 
luminating. ; 

Next—the adverfiser whw regards 
publicity as a physical commodity to 
be bought in the open market, and 
farms out his account to the lowest 
bidder—generally a cut-rate agent who 
has about as much conception of real 
service as a steer has of going to 
church. And the advertiser thinks he’s 
saving money, not realizing that the 
aforesaid cut-rate agent will take an 
exorbitant commission out of his “hide” 
before the deal is over. You wouldn't 
think it possible that an otherwise 
able business man would trv and beat 
the grafting agent at his own game. 
That’s what he does. however, and 
when he gets stung or bellyaches and 
says “all advertising is a gamble.” 

The Advertising Expert. 

Then we have the “advertising ex- 
pert.” who, Aladdin-like, is going to 
solve your problems overnight. He 
doesn't need to know. anything about 
the distribution of your goods or your 
trade conditions. He tells you that 
s0 much circulation at a given price, 
handsome copy with attractive half- 
tone illustrations and a pretty follow- 
up booklet is a)l you need to win the 
fickle public, and—Whoop-la! away you 
zo. And the replies come sailing in. 
Good start—but replies aren’t what 
you want after all, especially when 
they come from parts of the country 
where you have no goods on sale and 
i meet the demand you have cre- 
ated. 

And finally, when the keen edge of 
the public’s interest has worn off, and 
voti haven't had a sufficiently matured 
plan to meet trade conditions, you come 
to the conclusion that you bit off more 
than you could chew when you set 
sail so gaily on the sea of publicity. 
Right there you stop. And the next 
man that gets your ear has to “shew”

aGuite a 


you. 

Meanwhile, the lapse of time and 
the hack of cumulative effort have 
dissipated the little good your ad- 
vertising spasm did, and your ap- 
propriation represents just s@ much 
money squandered. You're sore—and 
rightly, too. But if you had started 
right it wouldn’t have resulted that 
way. . 

I heard an able advertising agent 
say a few weeks ago, that he would 
rather take a chance on launching 
successfully six brand-new advertisers 
who knew nothing of publicity than to 
try and reassure one man who had 
been “burnt.” From such is the ad- 
vertisers’ cemetery recruited year after 
year—and it’s mainly their own fault. 

Then, we have the “hungry”. pub- 
lisher who sees all this ‘funny busi- 
ness” going on around him and never 
raises his voice in protest for fear it 
may cost him .a few hundred dollars, 
not realizing that his guilty silence 
will cost him thousands of dollars be- 
fore the game is over. 

The future of the advertising busi- 
ness lies very largely in the hands of 
the better class of publishers. In sheer 
self-protection, and for the sake of the 
advertiser as well, they will be com- 
pelled to take definite action concern- 
ing those grasping and conscienceless 
competitors in the field who for years 
havée been accepting “tainted money”’— 
money that has come out of the pock- 
ets of misled advertisers who were 
predestined to failure. 


Honest fa Convictions. 
First of all, the advertising man 
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 ehust be honest in his convictions, and 


after that must talk for his convictions 
and the general proposition more 
strongly than he talks for his publica- 
tion. hen he is honest he can ride, 
to a certain extent, rough-shod over 
an advertiser's preconceived notions. 
An advertiser, or any man for that 
matter, resents being told in so many 
words, ever so suavely, that his policy 
or views are wrong. But if he is a 
thinking advertiser, and if the adver- 
tising man who tells him ao is an 
honest, well-equipped man, the resent- 
ment soon Ss, and afier that be- 
gins tall, plain thinking—that is the 
best thing in the world for a good pub- 
lication and for the advertiser as well. 

One of the pernicious features of the 
business is the tendency of so many 
advertisers to indulge in “flyers.” 
And thus they spread their money out 
thin, deluding themselves with the 
idea that they are getting a line on 
the publicity value of this, that and 
the other publication. Sooner or 
later, if their money holds out, they 
learn to “bunch their hits” and get 
somewhere. They find out that noth- 
ing but. keeping everlastingly at it 
brings success. % 

It seems that nothing short of an 
expensive experience serves to awaken 
some budding advertisers to the real- 
ization of the vast difference between 
> disingalena ya “flyers” and steady plug- 

ooner or later they damn 
the publisher's representative and the 
advertising agent that “let them In.” 

The American public never has been 
sewed up and cinched by a flash-in- 
the-pan advertisement, no matter how 
big and impressive it was. Mr. Ad- 
vertiser, you can’t tell “the story of 
your life’ in one insertion. The vol- 
ume of business you do will depend 
upon how ably, how widely, how con- 
sistently and how steadily you adver- 
tise—not how many “flyers” you take 
in those . publications which always 
have on hand some special lure for 
the unsuspecting advertiser. To para- 
phrase one of the notable sayings of 
that genial old scout, Thomas Carlyle: 

No advertiser need ever have failed 
of success could he have found an ad- 
vertising agent great enough, an ad- 
vertising agent wise and good enough, 
with wisdom to truly discern what the 
advertiser needed, and ability to lead 
him on the right road thither. 

Sounds a bit idealistic, doesn’t it? If 
we only knew where to lay our hands 
on the “philosopher’s stone” we'd be 
doing stunts in the advertising field 
as a regular thing. 

That's just the trouble—too magy 
advertisers are prone to believe that 
advertising is a sort of a “philosopher's 
stone,” and all they have to do is to 
buy some space and get some clever 
word-artist to fill it up with fine- 
sounding phrases and the “trick” is 
done. A sort of “you-push-the-button- 
and-we-do-the-rest” conception of one 
of the bifgest problems the average 
American manufacturer has to face. 


Stimulate the Advertiser. 


There is one straight and sure thing 
for the advertising man to do. He 
must, in season and out of season, 
stimulate the advertiser by all the 
data he possesses, to believe that the 
purchase of effective publicity is the 
best investment he can make: that the 
advertising pages exist only for the 
purpose of giving him a chance to 
make more money: that all the adver- 
tising representatives and agents exist 
only that they may be pioneers of his 
prosperity. 

In the magazines where the funda- 
mental principle of advertising is un- 
derstood and revered, such policies as 
the foregoing are already a feature of 
the dav’s work. They are primarily 
in the interest of the advertiser. And 
what helps the advertiser most, helps 
the advertising business most. 

To the experienced advertising man- 
ager who has been “through the mill,” 
these arguments may seem somewhat 
academic, for a man who would play 
the game any other way would be a 
fool. When we realize, however, that 
barely twenty vears ago the adver- 
tising solicitor was excluded from pub- 
lic buildings along with the peddler, 
and that today the advertising busi- 
ness of the country represents an an- 
nual expenditure of nearly a Dillion 
of dollars, it behooves us not to lose 
sight of that great and fundamental 
factor in the businesS—the advertiser's 
best interest—that being the onlv ar- 
xgument that will stand the test of 
time. 

The time is already here when, be- 
cause of the clearer comprehension of 
this principle, all the better sort of 
advertising managers. of publications 
are operating in even greater urison 
than ever before. Ours is a business 
where general damage and waste fol- 
low hot-foot on unrestricted competi- 
tion. and which can be checked only by 
intelligent combination and a keener 
appreciation of the advantage of the 
advertiser. And a man must bring to 
his work not only ethical principles 
and business judgment, but a few ideas 
on the side. 

Advertising Is Like Insurance. 

Have you ever considered an adver- 
tising campaign from the standpoint 
of an insurance policy? You insure 
against such contingencies as fire, 
shipping disaster, dishonest employees, 
etc.. aS a matter of course, but the 
moment someone mentions advertising 
as a business-builder for your partic- 
ular benefit, you immediately begin to 
“hedge” and vow that you cannot af- 
ford such an expensive luxury, etc. 

Have you every thought that you 
can be insured against the greatest 
of all commercial calamities—losgs of 
pic wh heise you can. 

e “premium” represented b 
cost of advertising is, in pls be vd 
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forded. no higher than other insur- 


"ances: in fact, it is considerably smail- 
er and soon becomes a minus quantity. / 


Any other kind of insurance is an ex- 
pense: worse than that-—it is a dead 
loss so long as there is no “claim.” 
But the insurance of trade represent- 
ed by advertising carries a direct profit 
with it. It covers not only the risk 


of losing trade, but also the minor risk. 


of being compelled by competition to 

earry on business at a diminished 

profit. 8 
Thus the “insurance premiums,” rep- 

resented by your advertising outlay 
are so systématically receuped by the 
eurrent and simultaneous increase of 
profits that, instead of being regarded 
as an investment of capital as they 
ought logically to be, they are almost 
invariably written off year by year, 
as a current expense. 

A considerable proportion of such 
“premiums” could properly be treated 
az invested capital, since the good will 
and assured maintenance of demand 
is a tangible and salable asset. 

Think it over. Mr. Man—you who 
have been accustomed to regard adver- 
tising as so much blue sky and hot 
air. It’s a thoroughly practicable bus- 
iness ae gerne and should be con- 
Sidered in no other light. Keep up 
your advertising ‘‘premiums”’ and you 
won't have to “die to win.” 

Thank fortune, there is at least one 
standard by which to determine the 
merits of any particular line of bus- 
iness, conduct or employment. That 
standard is utility, and it applies to 
the advertising business today as never 
before. “What service can you ren- 
der?” should be the question put by 
every prospective advertiser today to 
every advertising man to whom he 
gives his time, and woe betide the ad- 
vertising man or the advertising agent 
who, when asked by his client for 
*“bread,”’ gives him a “‘stone.”’ The art- 
ful trickery of ignoble minds has been 
assigned as an attribute of the adver- 
tising business, which has had much to 
bear in the hostile criticism ._proveked 
by an unworthy few to whom “service” 
and “utility” are unknown quantities. 
In obedience to the inevitable mandate 
of progress “Get in line or get out.” 
these hangers-on are rapidly disappear- 
ing. Let them go—they’ll never be 
missed. 

1 have not pretended to discuss this 
subject from any other than a purely 
material standpoint. There is an eth- 
ical side to it, however, of more real 
importance than the amount of bus- 
iness an advertising man may do, and 
deeper than his profits. 

Needs Spiritual Quality. 

It Is essential to any considerable 
satisfaction with life that a man should 
havYe some spiritual quality. There 
must burn—or at least sm@ulder—in 
him some spark of preference for 
truth; some prejudice, unsuborned, in 
favor of righteousness. It is impossi- 
ble to make Hfe profitable on a purel 
material basis. This spiritual upl! 
imparts a keener sense of personal 
honor and a stronger desire to wilfully 
mislead no man. It is the one thing 
that makes for honest, manly sentiment 
—that leads a man or a magazine to 
Stand for the right without regard to 
consequences. 

In conclusion, I wish to emphasize 
that a man’s value and importance in 
the advertising field today depends 
upon his comprehensive view. In or- 
der to accomplish anything worth 
while he must first appreciate the fact 
that as an advertising man he is a 
business-builder and that his construc- 
tive ability and creative faculty are in- 
dispensable factors in a successful] ad- 
vertising campaign. Success attends 
the man who combines effective service 
with high ideals. It is eminently fit- 
ting that such men should be called 
to leadership. A pledge, therefore, to 
Mr. SamuebC. Dobbs, a conscientious, 
upright and level-headed advertising 
man, who, emancipated from idle fan- 
cies and the empty din of words, be- 
lieves in bringing out the best in him- 
self and the best in his chosen busi- 
ness: who scorns a “knocker” and 
fights fair. A thorough optimist, he 
will always be found helpfully in touch 
with his contemporaries in the adver- 
tising craft. While self-sufficiency ts 
one of the natural and logical results 
of his training, he is not unmindful 
of his limitations. No pharisee he, 
nor yet a publican—he has little time 
for creeds. With a sincere apprecia- 
tion of the “eterna) fitness of things,” 
however, and an earnest desire to do 
the right thing at all times, he may 
frequently be heard reverently 'mur- 
muring the advertising man’s prayer: 
“O Powers that be, make me sufficient 

to my own occasions. 

Teach me to know and to observe the 
rules of the game. 

Give me to mind my own business at 
all times, and to lose no good oppor- 
tunity for holding my tongue. 

Help me not to cry for the moon, nor 
over spilled m:lk. 

Grant me neither to proffer nor to 
welcome cheap praise; to distinguish 
sharply between sentiment and senti- 
mentality, cleaving to the one and 
despising the other. 

When it is appointed me to suffer, let 
me, so far as may humanly be pos- 
sible, take example from .the dear, 


| 


well-bred beasts, and go away quiet. 
ly to bear my suffering by myself: 

Give me to be always a good comrade 
and to view the passing show with 
an eye constantly growing keener, 
a charity broadening and deepening 
day by day. 

Help me to win, if win I may: but— 
and this, O Powers! especially—if J 
may not win, 


Make me a good loser. Amen’

His expression is a tribute to the enterprise and the thrift of the busi- 
ness men of Atlanta, whether retail or wholesale merchants, bankers, man- 
ufacturers, heads or agents of corporations. 

It is equivalent to saying that the men whose combined efforts dont 
and increase the commercial prestige of the city are thoroughly alert, and 
hat they have learned the cardinal principle ruling twentieth century de- 
velopment—the judicious and liberal use of advertising.

They advertise 
continuously. They would as soon think of infofming the public about 
their wares intermittently as they would of keeping salesmen in their stores 
or on the road only a part of the time.

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A CENTRAL BANK FOR THE UNITED STATES? 


‘The fight for the adoption of a central bank as the cornerstone of the 
financial structure of the United States will be precipitated with the re- 
port of the national monetary commission. It presages a campaign exceed- 
ing in interest and consequence the campaign for tariff revision. 

Several months ago The Constitution contained in its Washington dis- 
patches a prediction that the establishment of a central bank as the cure 
of the country’s financial ills would be recommended by the commission. 

President Taft in his recent Boston speech in advocacy of a central 
bank paved the way for the reception of the commission’s report. 

The convention of the American Bankers’ Association at Chicago were 
advised of the plan which is in contemplation. They were addressed in 
favor of the scheme by President George H. Reynolds, and big and little 
bankers are now weighing the new idea and discussing its probable effect. 

The campaign of education is to be extended. The scheme is to be 
presented to every voter. It may become the paramount issue in the next 
national campaign, as free silver was in the campaign of 1896. The two 
great national parties may divide on it, or the issue may split up both 
parties. 
of live discussion in political, financial and commercial. circles. 
“It is to: be a bank of the people and for the people,” 


stockholders. The plan is to have the Central Bank rediscount 
paper—ordinary commercial paper—for solvent banks. 

If that is done, if the bank will steady interest rates; 
issuing to the people, through the banks, currency in exchange for the de- 
posit of commercial paper; make possible the conversion of bank credits 
into available cash in times of need—it will be a bulwark of strength and 
an insurance against panics and financial upheavals. 

Such results have been accomplished in Germany through an institution 
of this kind. France end England and Canada have institutions modeled 
on the same general lines. 

‘Whether there is anything in a republican form of government which 
would make such an institution work less satisfactorily here than in other 
countries is a question that must be settled. 

The trouble under our present system is that actual currency cannot be 
secured in times of panic, EVEN WHEN THE BOOKS OF DEPOSITORS 
SHOW A BALANCE TO THEIR CREDIT, as was made so painfully ap- 
parent in the recent depression. It is generally admitted that the Aldrich- 
Vreeland currency bill will not remedy this condition. 

A central bank might remedy this evil promptly

the necessity arose. Such a plan has many’advantages over the mere de- 
posit of government money in the banks without security. 

If the public can be assured that such a bank is projected on lines that 
will not permit its domination by a small group of financiers, and that it 
will not become a political machine, the chances of Its winning popular ap- 
proval will be vastly aided. 

The cumbersome machinery now existing must speedily be improved or 
the business of the country will suffer.

Justice William J. Gaynor, of the state supreme court, is a courageous 
man, an able man, and if elected should prove a capable mayor of the biggest 
city in the United States. 

The head of such a vast organization as the municipal government of 
the city of New York is a position of weighty responsibility. fhe control 
of the city government carries with it a patronage second only to that of 
the president of the United States. 

Though he might with equal ease have secured the honor from either 
camp, Justice Gaynor chose to accept the backing of Tammany. He was 
first nominated for the supreme court by the republicans and independents, 
though a life-long and consistent democrat in national affairs. 

In 1896 he presided at a Bryan meeting in New York, at a time when 
Bryan was looked upon in the East as a second Danton, scattering the seeds 
of another French revolution. In that year Hill and Croker were silent, 
repudiated Mr. Bryan; 
vet Justice Gaynor exhibited the striking courage of his nature by boldly 
championing the Nebraskan. 

He has always stood for civic righteousness; he has denounced the trac- 
tion trust in New York; he forced the resignation of Police Commissioner 
Bingham for abuse of official authority; and put in jail John Y. McKane, 
the “czar of Coney Island,” for violations of the election laws. 

One biographer says of him that “everything he has done on the bench 
and everything he has said off the bench can be traced to one thing—a 
fanatical devotion to this epigram: ‘That government is best which governs 
least.’ ” 

The theory thus advanced that under a democracy the people should 
have the fullest right ta rule themselves, and rule themselves badly, if they 
choose, is, however, rather contradicted by Justice Gaynor’s statement after 
his nomination: “I promise’if elected to give a government of laws and -ot 
of men.”

Suggests Quarantine \ 
to Keep Out Liquor 

Editor Constitution: Allow me to of- 
fer a solution to the strange anoma- 
ly—"“A dry state manufacturing and 
selling whisky in ancther dry state.” 

A commonsense view would declare 
it unlawful at both ends of the trans- 
action—the manufacturer and the sale. 
Let Tennessee take care of her end of 
the proposition; Georgia must look 
after her end. 

We all admit that the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors on Georgia soil is illegal. 
The delivery perfects and constitutes 
the sale—so the courts have decided 
time and again. Such transactions, then, 
cannot claim any protection under the 
laws of Geongia. 
should seize the shipment, and, if nec- 
essary, destroy or confiscate the prop- 
erty. The courts will sustain them in 
this effort at law enforcement and 
police regulation. 

But it is argued that the interstate 
commerce law protects the shipment. 
Let us see if another principle of law 
has not been declared and enforced. 


Certain gcods may be articles of legal 


'teetion 


commerce in one state and not articles 
of commerce in another state, and the 
courts have decided that such articles 
have no rights and can claim no pro- 
inthe state where they are not 
commodities of legalized commerce. For 
instance, the vellow fever is an epi- 
demic in New Orleans. Dry goods and 
clothing are articles of commerce in 
that city; but when merchants propose 
to sell and attempt to ship them into 
Atianta the sanitary officials of Geor- 
gia seize the goods and order their re- 
turn to New Orleans, or they destroy 
them. And the courts sustain this 
action. Truly they are commodities of 
legalized commerce in New Orleans, but 
not in Atlanta, and the interstate com- 
meree law offers no protection to the 
sale of such goods in Atlanta. 

Public opinion and the newspapers 
and the courts of Georgia sustain and 
ccemmend the sanitary officials for their 
vigilance and activity. Salable under 
the laws of Louisiana in New Orleans, 
but not salable under the laws in 
Georgia, and the interstate commis- 
sion and the United States courts 
approve and commend the arrest of the 
sale and‘the return, confiscation or 
destruction of the goods. Apply this 
principle, which has so often been prac- 
ticed, to the sale of whisky, and the 
thing is accomplished, 

Health yes, and the sale of whisky 
would come under the~same category. 
The health of the people of Georgia is 
put in peril by the sale and shipping 
of whisky into the state; the laws say 
so. The sanitary officials under the 
present laws, as interpreted by past de- 
cisions, have the power to prevent tho 
delivery .of whisky at any point in 
Georgia. Whisky, under the laws of 
Kentucky, is an article of legitimate 
commerce in Louisville, but under the 
laws of Georgia is not a commodity of 
legal sale in Atlanta, and the courts 
have time and again decided that the 
poébnt of delivery is the place of sale. 

Take another illustration which re- 
cently took place. Some parties in Lou- 
isiana had -sold to some parties in 
Georgia a lot of cotton seed, hulls 
which were infected with the boll 
weevil—such hulls were articles of le- 
gitimate commerce in Louisiana, but 
not in Georgia. Our agricultural offi- 
cials had t§e trains arrested in Ala- 
bama and gave the shipper the choice 
to take them back or have them de- 
stroyed. The industrial interests of 
Georgia was being put in peril, and 
the law forbidding the sale of such ar- 
ticles justified the action of the agri- 
cultural commission; all the farm<rs 
said “amen,” and all the newspapers 
said “served them right,’ and the courts 
said, “you have done your duty,” and 
the United States court, by its silence, 


‘said, “Such shipments cannot claim any 
protection under the interests com- 
merce law.” 

Was not the: fact that whisky in- 
jured. the industrial forces and re- 
source of the state one argument for 
state-wide prohibition? Let the com- 
missioner of agriculture use the same 
diligence and exercise the same legal 
power for the same reason, and the 
delivery of whisky in Georgia would be 
arrested. 

But what steps can be taken to pre- 
vent and punish this violation of Geor- 
gia law? Simple enough, and easy 
erough without any further legislation. 
Take out a warrant for the man in 
Chattanooga who sold the whisky, and 
by reguisition arrest him and bring him 
before the Georgia courts to answer 
for the crime of violating the law of 
Georgia, which forbids the sale of 
whisky in Georgia. But you say that 
the seller is amenable only to Tennes- 
see law. Let us see. Suppose a man 
stands on Tennessee soil, where Ten- 
nessee courts have jurisdiction, just be- 
yond the state line, and shoots down a 
Georgian standing on Georgia soil. 
Now, what provision is made for such 
a case? Plainly the crime was commit- 
ted on Georgia soil, and he is imme- 
diately arrested by Georgia officials, 
haled before a Georgia court and is 
tried fcr violating a Georgia law,.even 
though the act itself might not be con- 
trary to the laws of Tennessee, where 
the offender lived and where he stood 
when he committed the crime. 

I conclude: The sale was legally 
made at the place of delivery, and a 
man in another state has no more right 
to make the sale than a man living in 
Georgia. Such a transaction is as much 
a violation of Georgia law as murder 
would be, and it matters not on which 
side of the state line he lived and stood 
when he committed the crime. If the 
man siain was on Georgia soil at the 
time of the murder, the man who did 
the shooting (or the poisoning, as the 
case might be) is amenable to the laws 
of Georgia. 

If the sale of whisky is illegal in 
Georgia, the man who makes the sale 
is amenable to Georgia law, and it mat- 
ters not whether he is a citizen of 
Georgia or Tennessee or Kentucky. 

Let somebody make the call and see 
if the courts do not condemn the man 
that sells in viclation of the law of 
Georgia. Answer this question: Has a 
Tennessean got any more rights in 
Georgia than a Georgian? Can a Geor- 
gian sell whisky In Georgia with impu- 
nity? If not, how comes it that a Ten- 
nessean or Kentuckian can? What 
prevents a sanitary official, or an agri- 
cultural commissioner, or a police offi- 
cer from making the arrests the same 
that was done in the sale of infected 
dry goods from New Orleans or of cot- 
ton seed hulls from Monroe, La.? 

After: standing for prohibition for 
fifty years, and after considering the 
conditions and the laws now on the 
statute books, I am firmly of the opin- 
ion if the officers of t law would 
vigilantly and vigorously enforce the 
laws, this disgraceful and hurtful and‘: 
illegal anomaly would be remedied in 
sixty days.

INSPECTION MADE 
Ur WOUD BLOCKS 


Chemist Heath~ Weighs 
Blocks and Makes Re- 
port to City Engineer.

Made in Good Time. 


In Seven Days The Constitu- 
tion Car Traveled 688 Miles 
of Georgia Roads Which 
Have Felt the Influence of 
The Constitution’s Campaign.

The Constitutions’ White gasoline 
scout car, which has been inspecting 
the roads to be used in the Augusta- 
Atlanta and Albany-Fitzgerald-Macon- 
Atlanta reliability runs to be held No- 
vember 8, 9 and 10, under the auspices 
of the Good Roads Automobile Associa- 
tion, returned to Atlanta yesterday 
afternoon after a delightful trip, which 
showed the greatest enthusiasm for 
good roads and remarkable improve- 
ment in the highways that are to be 
used in the reliability contests. 

At exactly 1 o’clock the car drew up 
fn front of The Constitution office, 
having made the final trip of the run 
in excellent time. The run from Ma- 
con was made in four hours and forty- 
five minutes of actual running time. 
‘he start was made from the office 
of The Macon Telegraph at 7:35 o’clock 
in the morning, making the elapsed 
time for the trip five hours and twen- 
ty-five minutes. Stops at Griffin and 
other points aggregated forty minutes, 
reducing the running time to the fig- 
ures given. ‘ 

Epitome of Week’s Run. 

During the week since the scout car 
left The Constitution office at 8:20 
o'clock the morning of Thursday, Sep- 
tember 30, it has made a tour of Geor- 
gia roads which is very probably with- 
out a parallel. The mileage recorder 
shows that since the start the car has 
traveled 785.1 miles. Of this mileage 
688.2 miles was passed in the trips 
between the various cities which are 
to figure in the reliability contests. 
The remainder was made up of trips 
with reception parties at different 
places.

An important result of the tour was 
the determination of the distances from 
Augusta, Albany and Fitzgerald along 
the official, routes to be used for the 
runs. The distances to Atlanta are as 
follows: From Augusta 180.8, from Al- 
Dany 208.9, from Fitzgerald 195.1. 

Road from Macon to Atlanta, 

The road from Macon to Atlanta, 
which is known to automobilists as the 
best long distance road in the state, is 
being put in better condition every 
day. It shows great improvement 
since the run from Atlanta to Macon 
was made, and with the exception of 
part of the distance from Forsyth to 
the 
subjected to extensive work. 

The Vineville road leading out of 
Macon has been extended to the Mon- 
roe county line and is a splendid thor- 
oughfare. There ig room for much im- 
provement in the road from the Monroe 
county line to Forsyth, but it is no- 
where unusually bad and will present 
no great difficulties to the cars which 
make the run from Albany and Fitz- 
gerald. From Forsyth to Atlanta the 
road is almost ideal. Monroe county 
has done some splendid work on the 
road leading to Barnesville, and the 
sections in Pike and Spalding are in 
splendid condition. ! 

The 8 miles of the road’ lying in 
Henry county that for years constitut- 
ed the dreaded section of the Macon- 
Atlanta road have been rebuilt and 
made a splendid highway. 

Clayton county has done magnificent 
work on the 17 miles of the route that 
lle in her territory. The county’s con- 
vict gang is now at work almost at 
the Henry county line putting this part 
of the road in shape. Work has just 
been completed on the new road lead- 
ing frdm Jonesboro to Hapeville, which 
will be one of the best roads around 
Atianta. It has been finished flush 
to the Fulton line, where tt meets the 
chert pavement on the Jonesboro road. 

Car Met Every Demand. 

The White Gasoline car which was 
chosen by The Constitution to make 
the trip over this long distance of 
Georgia roads of varying conditions 
met every requirement splendidly. At 
no time did it give the least trouble. 
Over steep hills it climbed with eage, 
and pulls through heavy sand stretches 
in south Georgia were made with such 
facility that only on one or two oc- 
casions was it necessary to use the 
lowest speed. 

The adaptability of the car to almost 
any condition. was forcibly demon- 
strated Monday, when 12 miles out of 
Ashburn it was found that the gasoline 
supply had been exhausted. It was 
impossible to secure gasoline, but the 
surrounding country was scoured for 
kerosene and the 12-mile run into Ash- 
burn was made beautifully on this fuel.

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New York, October. 6.—-There was 
further heavy speculative liquidation 
In all departments of the stock list 
today and material inroads on prices 
resulted. United States Steel was 
at one time 2% lower than last night's 
closing prices and 7% below the top. 
record price touched on Monday of 
this week. The extent to which this 
decline affects the speculative world 
is best judged by the volume of the 
dealings. which are eloquent of the 
widespread consequences of the fall 
on the pocktts of speculative holders. 
The marvelous upward course of the 
stock has impressed the speculative 
imagination as a few things of late 
vears have done. The conviction was 
shown in the minds of speculators that 
anything might be hoped from the 
stock in the way of advance. A pow- 
erful stock market pool, embracing 
the most influential bankers in the 
country. was credited with determined 
accumulation and support of the stock. 
This impression was fostered in every 
possible way. In the same way points 
of value in the stock were urged in 
an attractive way, beginning with the 
substantial ground of expanding earn- 
ings and business and the great: value 
put back into the property by rein- 
vestment of earnings in improvements, 
but running in the later stages of the 
campaign into vague hints of some 
wonderful development to come which 
was known, as yet. only te insiders. 
Foreign speculative holders, especially, 
have grown restive under the unsub- 
stantial material on which their hopes 
were being fed and suspicious that 
they were following an ordinary stock 
market maneuver, instead of the 
weighty projects of controlling finan- 
cial authorities. The suspicion wag 
aggravated by the sign of pressure to 
liquidate, which suggested that lead- 
ers and conductors of the campaign 
were striving to get out of their hold-. 
ings. The market lost its mainstay 
with the fallure to sustain United 
States Steel and proved easily vulner- 
able to the effect. of calling of loans 
by the banks. It was suspected that’ 
the banks were moving to enforce the 
desirability of borrowing on ®@longer 
time by stock brokers. the easy call 
loan market having left the time loan 
department rather neglected and not 
as profitable as bankers think them- 
selves entitied to. There was less evi- 
dence of calling of loans by the banks 
today. As a consequence, vesterday's 
prices enjoyed a first effective recov- 
ery. The reception accorded the in- 
créase in the Atchison dividend was 
the fresh disconcerting influence. That 
stock started upward, but stopped 
nearly 2 points short of its high price 
on the movement inaugurated in ex- 
pectation of the dividend increase. At 
the same time, heavy selling of United 
States Steel was renewed to take ad- 
vantage of the effect of the strength 
In Atchison. The inference was s0 
plain of further holdings of that stock 
seeking a market that sales were re- 
newed in all parts of the room, and 
no effective rallv was induced until 
the bears set about taking profits again 
by buying to cover. 

Call money went no higher than 5% 
per cent, compared with the 6 per cent 
maximum yesterday. A more impor- 
tant development was the material de- 
cline in foreign exchange rates. As 
foreigners were large sellers of stocks 
in this market, the fall in exchange 
was traced to renewed borrowing oper- 
ations abroad for New York account. 
Immediately discussion was started of 
possible gold. imports and the Pros- 
pect of relief by this means for the 
money market was a main factor in 
the later effective rally in prices. The 
net results in the way of price changes 
turned out to be small in spite of the 
wide fluctuations. . 

Bonds were easy. Total sales, par 
value, $5,036,000.
